said today the United States can 
be expected to explode several 
new types of improved nuclear 
weapons if President Kennedy de- 
cides to order test firings in the 
atmosphere. 


Kennedy 
announced Thursday 


e is determined to maintain the 
U.S. lead over the Soviet Union 
i nuclear weapons strength. He 
lisclosed that he was ordering the 
'necessary preparations" for at- 
mospheric tests 
if in his later 


udgment they become necessary. 


Although the President is re- 


ported reluctant to order such ex- 
jlosions, there is a growing belief 
n official quarters here that the 
United States probably will under- 
ake a program of atmospheric 
testing in a few months. 


Officials reported that U.S. ex- 


perts do not have in mind explod- 
ing superbombs of the kind that 
the Soviets fired Monday with a

The amount, 
offi- 


cials say, will reach 80 per cent 
in a short time. They claim that 
a recent study shows that foreign 
aid has been responsible for about 
000,000 American jobs. Further- 
more, they say, by promoting pro- 
sperity of countries abroad, the 
aid program results in an enor- 
mous expansion of U. S. export 
markets, thus creating more job 
opportunities for American work- 
ers. 


Replying to the charge that the 


United States cannot afford 
to 


carry on, foreign aid, the 
State 


Department says that history has 
shown that we can afford to spend 
whatever is necessary to protect 
the security of the United States. 
For example, the department says, 
during 
World 
War 11 we were 


able to afford to spend 80 billion 
for defense in one year alone — 
in 1945. That is, we spent about 
as much in one year to protect 
our security in the war as we have 
spent in 16 years for foreign. aid, 
and, the officials say, our aid pro- 
gram is just as vital to protecting 
the boundaries of freedom and the 
security of the United States as 
our defense expenditures. 


The State Department goes on to 


point out that the $4.8 billion pro- 
posed for all foreign aid programs 
this year is less than two thirds 
of what Americans spend 
on 


tobacco every year and about half 
of America's expenditure for li- 
quor. 


Officials of the State Depart- 


ment say that they are not delud- 
ing themselves with any thought 
of "buying" friendship 
for 
the 


United States. The objective fs to 
give 
recipient 
countries an op- 


portunity to couple progress with 
freedom rather than totalitarian- 
ism — to give them a continuing- 
ly free choice as to the course 
they should follow. 


"Unlike 
the 
Soviets", the of- 


ficials say, "We" are dealing with 
sovereign countries', not satellites. 
We cannot dictate their attitudes 
to them, even if we wished, which 
we do not."

Soviet Union have rejected it in 
advance. 


The committee voted 72-21 with 
abstentions for the resolution 


submitted by India and five other 
nonaligned nations. It appeared 
certain to get the two-thirds ma- 
jority needed in the 103-nation 
General Assembly. 


The ballot came shortly after 


two more Soviet nuclear 
blasts 


were 
disclosed 
and 
President 


Kennedy announced the 
Unite<j 


States would prepare to conducl 
new tests in the atmosphere to be 
ready in case free world security 
demanded them. 


Before the vote, 
the United 


States and its Western allies said 
Moscow's unilateral scrapping of 
the previous voluntary morator- 
ium on Aug. 31 and its subsequent 
series of test explosions attested 
to the futility of any agreement 
that made no provision for en- 
forcement. 


The Soviet 
Union called the 


moratorium unfeasible unless it 
was made part of an over-all dis- 
armament agreement. 


Despite the prior rejection by 


the nuclear powers, India urged 
the committee to make another 
appeal to them to call off further 
tests. 


Some delegates predicted the 


strong support given the morator- 
ium appeal would place the Unit- 
ed States in an awkward position 
Jf it resumes atmosphere tests. 
They argued that the propaganda 
bonus the Americans won from 
the worldwide indignation 
over 


the Soviet Union's violation of the 
last moratorium would be can- 
celed! out if they follow suit.
